Life is ſhort, Art long, Exper.ence 
not eafily obtained, Judgement difficult, and therefore it is neceſſary that 
1 Student exerciſe himſelf in confidering ſeveral Figures, but alſo that he 
diligently read the Writings of others, who have treated rationally of 
this Science, and make it his Buffneſs to find out the true natural Cauſes 
of Things by Experiments, to know the certain Places and Proceſſions of 
the Planets, Fixed Stars, and Cooftellations, but above all to be a paſ- 
fonate Lover af Truth. For, Pauci intelligunt, multi reprehendunt. 
Aſtrolagy is no ſuch cofitemptible Stu'y as many Perſons, ignorant of 
the very Fundamentals and firſt Rudiments thereof, are too bold to affirm ; 
and an Aſtrologer is ſo far only true and honeſt as he depends in his Con- 
jeftures on Principles of Natural Philoſophy ; and fince thoſe Arts, which 
are inherent in their proper Subjects cannot promiſe abſolute Certainty 
concerning Matters to come, the Aſtrologer ought (ſaith the learned 
Cardam) never to pronounce any Thing abſolutely or peremptorily con- 
cerning future Contingencies. The Reaſon is, left he bring himſelf and 
the Art under Cenſure and Condemnation, in caſe he take not his Mea- 
fures aright, and the Event anſwer not his Prediction or Prognoftication ; 
but, on the other Side, let it be cor ſidered (as one well notes), is not an

yer, or in Men of any other Profeſſion? Is the Divine's Judgement always 
Goſpel? Does the P'iyfician always cure? ls the Lawyer's Opinion ever 
n/allible ? Does the Logician Rill prove, or the Rhetorician always per- 
ſuzde ? Lo long as we are Men we muſt be ſubje to Infitmities, Over- 
fights, and Errors. Humanum eft errare; and farther it is the Pl-aſure 
of God ſometimes to fruſtrate the Portents of Heaven for the Sins of the 
people, who otherwiſe might part ke of their natural Sweetneſs and Be- 
ugnity: yet it cannot well be denied, but that Mundus ſuperior unitus eft
